It la the opinion of the Community 
Labor Board of this District that ev- 
ery possltile effort should be made to 
carry out the following plan: (1) To 
see that every man not now employ- 
ed seeks work in some essential work,

To the Kentucky Industry Addressed: 



There exists an aniergmiojr demand- 

iuK the rapid completion of Camp 
Knox at Stilhton, Ky. Services of ap- 
proximately ("..(iiiii lahorors, carpen- 
ters and other employers are needed 
from now until the Drst of tlie vear to 
put the cantdnmcnt In condition lo 
shelter soldiers now ruiartered in 
touts at Camp Zachary Taylor and 
West Point, The (lovernment expects 
Kentucky to furnish lOU per cent, uf 
this labor. 

The U. S. Employment Service has 
the authority to virtually draft this 
labor from non-esaential industries of 
the state. This can be done by the 
Community Labor Board calling up- 
on eacli operator of a non-essentlai 
work. Refusal of the operator to re- 
spond promptly would mean the for- 
iiuil riwordiiig to his plant on the non- 
essential list of the C.ovcrnnieut and 
Its practical shul-dowu for lack of 
fuel and transportation of raw mater- 
ial and finished products. 

But such drastic action Is not Im- 
mediately contemplated, your ofncers 
are able to state authorlUttvely. It Is 
believed there is sufllolent surplus or 
noating labor to meet present require- 
ments without seriously crippling any 
industry. 

We therefoie recommend to and 
urue upon every manufacturer In llie 
state whose plant is not ongagi'd 
wholly In war industry to constitute 
himself a committee of one lo serve 
his Community Labor Hoard as a re- 
cruiting agent. Release temporarily 
from your employ every man fltted 
for the duties outlined and whose ser- 
vices can be supplanted by women or 
can be taken over by other employers. 

lipon the employee so released to 
obtain work at Camp Knox. 

Through Information furnished by 
.voiir employes and In any other man- 
ner possible, get in touch with other 
men not engayed in essential work 
and prevail uiJon them lo go to Camp 
Knox. 

Keep a careful recoril uf the men 
from your plant ami all others fur 
wlipse enlistment in this iniporiaiit 
work you have been responsible, 
Soony or later each plant will lie 
called upon to furnish its percentage 
of men In response to the call of the 
Qovernment. Evidence of early and 
volttntary co-operation will naturally 
command and receive full credit to 
whiok it Is entiUed. 

Men released for employment at 
Camp Knox should be directed to the 
r. S. Kmploynient office In your dis- 
trict. Hecord of the number of men 
released by or through you should be 
sent to the Community Labor Board 
of your district,

London, October 22 — British troops 
are now within Icrh than a mile of 
TournnI, Field Marshal llain an- 
nounced today. 

The (iermans In that region were 
driven out of Oreq and the wood near 
Froyennes. 

The left banit of the Kcaillon wai 
reached south of Tbiant, Ave miles 
Hotithwest of Valenciennes. 

'As the result of local lighting dur- 
ing the night we advanced our line 
to the left bank of the Boaillon, south 
of Thiante, the weatem portion of 
which is in our poseesaion," said the 
statement. 

FHirther progress was made be- 
tween Valenciennes and Tournai. The 
enemy's reslatanee on this front is in- 
creasing. 

"In the Tounuii sector, as the result 
of sharp rmhlint; hist night, the ene- 
my was driven out of the villane of 
orcQ and tlie wood In the neinhhor- 
hood of Proyennes. We are now with- 
in less than a mile of the town." 

British troops have reached tlio Kh- 
caut or Scheldt River on a flve-mlle 
front north of Tournai, Haig an- 
nounced in his apec^l Belgian com- 
munique today. 

The Britiah advanced about a mile 
between the Bacaut and the Lys, while 
the French improved their positions 
along the latter river. 

The fiormaiis, it was announced, 
abaitdoned all their coast defense 
Runs. 

"Hritlfih troops have reached the 
Kacaut between Ballleul, four miles 
northwest of Tournai, and llelchin 
live miles northeast of llallleul. ' the 
statement said. "We advanced ocer 
1500 meters between the Kncaiit and 
the Lys. The French improved their 
positions along the Lys.** 

British Drive Deep Wedfea 
With the British Armies in France. 
October 22— British troons rapidly are 
Inclosing Tournai, both to the north 
and south. Deep wedges have been 
driven into the German lines nn *iotl 
sides of this important city, and it- 
fall appears Imminent. 

The enemy is 8tubl>ornly defcndlni; 
tiic approaches With artillery and ma- 
chine guns. 

The Qermans heavily slu'lled ,\cn 
ville tonight, from which saw wet ami 
bedrggedled but happy women, chil 
dren and old men escaping this after 
noon. They were being escorted by 
Tommies, who were carrying chick 
ens, household goods and other valu 
ables. ^ 

Focli'i Amies On Advance 

L«ndon, October 22— While the al- 
lies continue to drive the Germans 
back on the west front from the Dutch 
frontier to the Verdun region, Frencl 
troops have reached the Ilnmaniai 
border. 

The French War Olliee amiounei 
that just 31 days after the Balkan of- 
fensive was launched French detach- 
ments arrived Sunday at the Danube 
near Vidin, in Bulgaria, 95 miles north 
of Sofia and only 46 miles from Hun- 
garian soil. This represents an ad- 
vance of atwut 200 milep northward 
from the take Doirmn region. 
SerMan Traepe in Battle 
Further progress all along the Bal- 
kan front was reported * In official 
statements. Serbian troops are In 
contact with the Qermans, who are 
strongly entrenched of Aleslnatz and 
KruHhevatz, north of .N'ish. 

Uritlsh troops, drlvin^■, aheuil in the 
Valenciennes region, hiKc approached 
lo within two miles of that important 
city, and have rendered useless the 
Valenciennes-Hlrson railway, a vital 
enemy supply line, 

Tournai has been flanked from the 
north and aouth, the British reaching 
the Boheld^ River on a flve-mile front 
north of . that city. 

The Belffiana have crossed the 
Sohlpdonok Canal on a front' of nearly 
16 miles from the Dutch frontier 
southward of Meerende, only Ave 
miles west of Ghent. Between Ghent 
and Tournai the allies are ap|)roach- 
ing Audenarde llrltlHb an<l Ainiirl- 
cans are across the Santhre and the 
OIbo ("anal in force, and are reported 
to be puHhliig uaHtwar<l.

GERMAN REPLY 
BEING STUDIED 
BVNESIENT 

Prompt Action of Thoie U Anthority 
Bxpeeted AM then WIU 
lie Ke Oelsjf* 

Washington, October 82— President 
Wilspn Is expected to act promptly on 

the new German note, the olliclai text 
of which was received by cable today 
at the Swiss legation Frederick Oed- 
erlin. the Swiss charge, arranged lo 
deliver it to Secretary Lansing as 
soon as it ooubl be deciphered. The un- 
offlclal version, as received yesterday 
by wireless from Germany, wos dis- 
cussed by the President and Secre- 
tary Lansing for several hours, last 
night, but there has been no Intima- 
tion as to the President's attitude. 

The general tone of the note, to- 
gether ^Ith the slflnlflcant statement 
that "the offer of peace and an armis- 
tice has come from a government 
which Is free from any arbitrary and 
Irresponsible Influence" strengthens 
the belief here that there Is a genu-' 
ine desire for peace Like the first 
note, this niie is rei,'arded In some 
unarters as another step In the Ger- 
man plan of bargaining In the hope 6t 
securing terms more favorable than 
the unconditional surremler which 
they are prepared lo make Anally if 
peade can come in no other way. 

It the President decides the note 
calls for an answer, his reply Is ex- 
pected to go, forward within a few 
days, at the latest, while If no reply 
Is to be sent, that fact probably will 
be made known Immediately. The 
President, diplomatic authorities say. 
Is at liberty, with perfect consistency, 
to follow the seeiiiiil course, awaiting 
fulfillment of the Cerriian tuoinlses to 
cease destroylim passcni;er shins and 
to cause no more d"sirn( tinii in retir- 
ing from Fiance ami Helgiuiii 

Although the first part of the (ier- 
nian note Is regarded as an awkward 
attempt tu meet the conditions laid 
down by President Wilson, for con- 
sideration of an armistice, no one 
here believes that an Immediate ces- 
sation of hostilities is in sight. Gen- 
rally the opinion is that the only 
step possible at this time would be 
to sanction, with approval of allktl 
governments, arrangements to be die 
tatod by General Foch in the field for 
the evacuation of France and Hoi 
glum, .-Vs any such arrangement ne- 
cessarily would safeguard the supre- 
macy now held by the Allies, an arm 
isti<e virtually would mean aurren- 
der by the Germans.

The loss which the farmers of the 
entire United States experienced last 
spring through the poor quality of 
their seed corn may be repeated next 
spring in a large number of oases un- 
less the Individual farmer starts right 
now and seleota aufllolent aeed frqm 
his Held to supply hie needs. 

The farmers of Iowa have already 
selected enough com to jplant a larger 
acreage than the state ever planted. 
They learned their lesson to good ad- 
vantage and will not be caught again. 
There Is no reason why any farmer 
Rliould not have good seed corn. There 
have been no killing frosts as yet, and 
the corn is still in good condition. If 
a frost does occur which will cause 
the husk to stick to tlie kernel the 
germination of the corn will be in- 
jured whether in the shook or stand- 
ing in the field. 

Corn selected now will grow faster, 
be harder and germinate far better 
than any oonk which is left In the 
shook or on the stalk for a month or 
even a few weeks longer. This has 
been proven so often that, there is no 
longer any room for argument. 
Selecf your seed NOW. 
Place it in a dry, well ventilated 
place. 

IX) NOT I'ILK IT I'P. The quicker 
it dries the better. 

If the corn is very green tlie cars 
should not be allowed to touch. 

Hemeniber that a dry, well venti- 
lated placi' does not mean hanging on 
the south side of the barn. A dry at- 
tic or mow will answer very well. The 
com should be protected from freez- 
ing until dry.

farmers to Kestrirt I'se of 
Wheat Hill Feed, Etc 

Louisville. October 22 — Tft prevent • 
a shortage In the babies' milk supply 
In the eastern part of the United 
States and the countrleB of our Allies, 
Federal Food Administrator Fred. M, 
Sackett has issiu'd a bulletin calling 
upon the farmers of Kentucky to re- 
strict their use of wheat mill feed to 
dairy cattle, poultry, young pigs and 
young calves. He also reminds thoee 
Interested that the Vooi Administra- 
tion is maintaining a flctitioualjr low 
prices on such feeds, whleh are searoe 
and that if this requeet la not heeded 
the restrictlona will tie removed. 

"Owing to the extension of the 
drought area, the shortening of the 
corn crop, the large animal popula- 
tion of the country and the Allied de- 
mands uiion UB for feeding stuffs for 
their own animals, because of their 
own shortage in production of feed 
grain, it is necessary that we should 
exert every effort In the proper con- 
servation of feeding stuffs during the 
next twelve months," Mr, Sackett's 
statement says in part. "It Is neces- 
sary that we should ship a larger pro- 
portion of wheat as compared with 
flour during the nest twelve montha 
than during the last twelve months to 
tbe ' AUIer countries, because their 
own shortage of feeding stuff is such 
that if they are to keep alive their 
dairy herds they must have a larger 
supply of grain wheat. 

"Already, the milk supply of the Al- 
lied countries lias been limited prac- 
tically to the supply of children and 
other vitally necessary national uses, 
and failure on our i)art to supply 
them with necessary afeed stuffs for 
their dairy herds means that we shall 
cut Into the actual safety margin of 
the children amongst the Allies. 

Asserting that much mill feed Is 
going unnecessarily into ,work ani- 
mals or beet production, Mr. Sackett 
asks every purchaser of wheat mill 
feed to sign the following pledge: 

"In order to assist the Food Admin- 
istration In the distribution pt mill 
feeds, I hereby undertake on honor 
not to .use wheat mill feeds for any 
other purpose than the feeding of 
dairy cattle, poultry, young pigs or 
young calves, or the preparation i>f a 
weekly bran niasb for work animals. 
1 will not feed any more wheat mill 
feeds than is customarily fed '

mail the parcel. The label will be 
sent by him to the person who is to 
mall the parcel. 

.\o ChristinaH parcels will be ac- 
cepted for transmission abroad wiili- 
oul such label. 

All Christmas parcels niiisf be of 
Uaiidard size. H Inches by 4 inches liy 
D inches and shall not exceed tlirce 
pounds In weight. 

The sender must take them to the 
nearest Red Cross chapter, where a 
carton of the size prescribed will be 
furnished upon presentation of the 
necessary label. The Red Cross ofll- 
cials will inspect It, supervise its 
wrapping, and Issue a certificate stat- 
ing Its contents. Such certificates only 
will he accepted liy the postal service 
and army aulliorities as evidence that 
the narcids confiirm to the Instruc- 
lions and they must he left at the Ked 
Cross stations for mailing. Stamps 
for mailing will be obtained there. 
Xethod of AddresfllnK 
Christmas parcels must bear the 
name and address of the sender and 
will be addressed substantially as fol- 
lows:

Per- 
isnabla food products are not permit- 
ted 

Parcels may bear inscription such 
as "IMease do not open until Christ- 
mas." ".Merry Christmas."

.Vow Year." "With Itest Wislies." and 
the like. 

The sending of the Cliristtnas par- 
cel does not nullify the right of the 
soldier to receive packages nn lo sev- 
en pounds in weight, as now allowed, 
upon the receipt by the sender from 
the soldier of a permit from his com- 
manding officer. 

In order to assure the arrival of 
Christmas parcels abroad and the de- 
livery of them, even in the trenches as 
Is planned, the postofflce declares all 
such parcels must be mailed on or be- 
fore November 20.

Re- 
strictions on Cliristni.'is parcels to 
men in service in Europe have been 
made necessary because of the need 
of conservation of shipping space.

Tho possiliilily anil cvi'n tlio iirotia- 
bllity of ri worlilwlilp (-plilciiiic of 
snmlllinx as a result nl llir war 1m cUh- 
cussed by llr. li. Hriiri> 1a>w. lii a 
Blue Book, issued by Ww llrlttsli Lo- 
cal Government Hoard. The iinmphUn 
Includes the foUowhif!; imssiigcs: 

"The last great epidemic which ^in- 
volved the whole of Europe developed 
at the time of the Franco-PruBsInn 
War In 1870, and there Ii a poBslbility 
that history may repeat itaelf, nnd 
that a very serious outbreak of small- 
pcx, spreading again over the whole 
of Europe, may develop during or Ini- 
modlately after tlic presiiit war. It 
Is a nioderale estimate lliat the epi- 
demic of fnrtv-seven years asio. far- 
rled off more lliaii half a million of 
human lives in Kiirope. 

"The clrcuniKtaiiees nf the present 
war resemble in certain particulars 
those of 18T0, but the armies of the 
present day are on a farx aster scniu 
than those of forty-seven years ago. 
and the opportunities for mischief, if 
lil-e conditions to those of 1870 arise, 
would hel Inflnttely greater. One of 
thi present belltgerentsc, Russia, had 
at the war, In 1914. and flnep, a ron- 
si''eral)le pre\ ali iire nf su allpox 
within its bordcTs. .Many Unssian sol- 
diers have lieeii made prisimers and 
Interned in Germany. Small pox has 
developed auKHii; tlie eapturcil Uns- 
siasn soldiers liave lieeii inaile pris- 
onerii and iriterneil in (Icrmaiiy. Small 
pox has developed among tlie cap- 
tured Russians and spread recently to 
the civil poulation of Oermnny. In 
these^eventa are the possible makings 
of a European epidemic. In addition 
the civil poulation of Germany has 
been Increased by the deported popu- 
lations of Russia's western provinces, 
of elglaum, and of N'ortlieni Prance, 
and these unfortnnat<' piniile are now 
living In Cieriiiaiiy uinli i' nriwlude- 
Bome conditions, assiiciated witli nnicli 
bodily and ]nenlal snl'ferin^. wliicli are 
not unlikely to inalte tliem more sus- 
ceptible to inl'ortion, esi)Ocially as 
among these people vaccination has 
not been generally enforced. 

"Also besides the present jireval- 
enoe of smallpox In various jiarls of 
Germany the disease Is epidemic In 
Austria, especially In the Gallclan 
war cone. It Ib habitually prevalent 
among native pouulatlons In Egypt 
and Turkey and along the shores of 
the Medlterralnean — in Tunis, for ex- 
amplrf— and Is so at the present time. 
In Spain It Is now appearang In some 
<k the large towns; and In smaller 
numbers smallpox oases are occurring 



IB other Snropean countries. Includ- 
ing Orwda, lUly, Holland and fwt- 
«M. At tho Md of itU naaUios lnM 
pmalaat sad tho Ontah mtn Ia41oB. 
It feaa Man apyaarlac alio la vaMoas 
■oafh AaftrlMB NpaMlda aad ia Max- 
hwi alMf; Int ia a mIMar Conn, ia tha 
tTnttad fltataa of Amarlea. 

"Two oontlderatlona emerge from 
the above obaertatlons. The flrst, al- 
ready above observations. The flrst, 
jilready indicated. Is that, nH the war 
conlinneH in Knrone and in the Near 
Kast eondltioiiH liav arisen which tend 
to aggregate suRceptible iiopulatlons 
under Insanilary arrangements, with 
overcrowding and consequent lower- 
ed vltalily. This must tend to pro- 
mote the spread of smallpox and In- 
tenalfy Ita type and virulence. The 
second ta that even tho present de- 
grao of prevalanoe ia Bufflelently ser- 
ious to make the frequent introduc- 
tion of smallpox Into the United King- 
dom from the Continent a likely event. 
This will be sUll more likely if Con- 
linc<?ital epidemics Of the disease tie- 
come more severe and widespread : 
while, should a general intenRlflcation 
of Contini'ntai smallpox roncide with 
the cml of llie wir ami tlie resutnpticni 
of free coinniunicatlons, the opportun- 
ities of Introduction of Infection Into 
this country will become numerouH 
and serious. 

"The comparative absence of small- 
pox from the British Islands of late 
has blinded many peopde to the neces- 
sity and importance of obtaining artl- 
flclal proteetion^agatnst the disease. 
There is a consensus of medical opin- 
ion that In countries where vaccina- 
tion Is generally enforced the deaths 
from smallpox have practically dlsap- 
Iieared. and that the majority of those 
who now contract the infection are 
either unvacclnatert or ineflirlrntly 
vaccinated persfSns. or who. luivinn 
sittainoil adult ace and having been 
vaccinated in infancy, have neglected 
to renew by revaccination tlie worn- 
out protection imparted in infancy 
There can be no reasonable doubt that 
If efficient vaccination in Infancy and 
revaccination at school age or early 
ndolesceneoe were eflleiently carried 
cut and the practice made universal, 
(deaths from smallpox would be among 
the rarest entries In the register. 

"Should smallpox of a virulent kind 
roach this country during the present 
vnr the administrative machinery for 
dealing w ith it may. In places, be 
Innnd defective, for medical officers of 
liealtli, public vaccinators, sanitary 
iusiiectors. vaccination oflicers, and 
( ther ollicials have in many Instances 
lieen called u]i for military service, 
md their places temporarily filled by 
less experienced men. For these and 
other reasons it Is extremely unwise 
to postpone vaccination till a small- 
< ox epidemic has developed. Security 
should he obtained by individual ac- 
tion without delay."
